There  is  far,  far,  FAR,  too  much  music, 
music  commentaries,  ect,  etc,  etc,  and  com- 
paratively speaking,  there  is  practically  no 
public  affairs,  investigative  reporting, 
community  benefit  programming,  minority 
programming,  consumer  affairs,  public  access 
time  etc,  etc. 

In  the  future,  I  would  like  to  hear  much 
less  emphasis  on  music,  music  interviews, 
etc,  etc,  etc;  much  more  emphasis  on  public 
affairs,  minority  programming,  etc,  etc, 
etc.   In  general,  raise  the  level  of  your 
aim  a  little  above  the  freakybopper  set  you 
seem  to  be  programming  for  now.   With  no 
malice  intended,  but  only  an  accurate  re- 
flection of  my  present  feeling  about  the 
station's  output,  I'm  reducing  my  subscrip- 
tion rate  from  $250  a  year  to  $15  a  year. 
(I  am  unemployed) .     It  just  doesn't  seem 
worth  it  to  pay  much  for  a  "groovy  freak" 
radio  station  when  I  could  listen  to  it 
done  as  well  or  better  on  KAUM  or  KLOL. 


From  KPFT  manager  Larry  Yurdin: 

Mr.  Bone's  points  are,  for  the  most  part, 
well  taken  and  are  echoed  by  a  sizeable 
minority  of  the  letters  we  have  received. 

Now  that  the  dust  has  cleared  and  things 
have  begun  to  jell,  I'd  like  to  offer  an 
explanation  to  those  old  friends  of  the 
station  who  have  been  irked  by  the  seeming- 
ly abrupt,  massive  changes  that  have  taken 
place  at  KPFT. 

When  I  took  over  the  managership  of  KPFT 
on  June  1,  the  station  seemed  weeks  away 
from  closing  down  forever  and  most  distress- 
ingly, it  appeared  that  relatively  few  would 
miss  it.   The  station  was  theoretically 
addressing  itself  to  an  enormous  number  of 
listener  needs  and  desires  and  was  in  fact 
satisfying  almost  none  of  them.   Subscrip- 
tion revenue  was  plummeting  and  most  of 
those  who  remained  on  the  staff  were  com- 
pletely demoralized  and  showed  little 
concern  about  the  quality  of  what  was  being 
programmed  on  the  station. 


It  was  decided  that  the  station  must,  in 
order  to  survive,  attract  a  core  crew  of 
experienced,  creative  renegades  from  commer- 
cial and  institutional  radio  and  miraculously, 
considering  the  almost  complete  absence  of 
salaries,  this  was  done.   It  was  decided 
that,  in  order  to  survive,  the  station  must 
stop  trying  to  be  all  things  to  all  people 
and,  the  staff  should  focus  its  energies 
upon  those  things  it  was  able  to  do  well, 
with  the  understanding  that  as  it  became 
successful  with  these,  it  could  move  to 
broaden  its  base.   It  was  also  decided  that 
too  much  of  the  station's  programming  was 
devoted  to  tedious ,  uninspired  talk  and 
that  ideas  and  information  could  be  dis- 
deminated  more  effectively  if  programmed 
in  shorter  spurts  alongside  a  wide,  well 
programmed  selection  of  music  that  Houston 
listeners  generally  did  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  hear.   I  take  issue  with 
Mr.  Bone's  accusation  that  the  station  has 
been  duplicating  programming  heard  on  com- 
mercial progressive  rock  stations,  although 
admittedly  there  was  a  strong  tendency  in 
this  direction  during  the  first  few  weeks 
of  the  new  format.   We  are  now  in  search 
of  a  strong  news  director  and  have  already 
moved  to  increase  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  our  public  affairs  thrust  which  was 
for  a  few  weeks  heavily  sacrificed  in 
favor  of  music  features. 

We  perceive  ourselves  to  be  more  than 
ever  a  first  ammendment  station  but  we've 
broadened  our  role  to  include  a  lot  more 
radio  innovation  and  experimentation.   We 
have  deliberately  de-emphasized  the  name 
"Pacifica"  to  dramatize  our  existence  as 
a  brand  new  radio  station,  but  we  are  still 
very  much  a  part  of  the  Pacifica  Foundation 
which  is,  in  fact,  simply  a  federation  of 
four  highly  autonomous,  very  different, 
community  radio  stations. 

We  believe  that  KPFT  is  more  exciting  and 
valid  now  than  ever  in  its  history.   Assist- 
ance in  money  and  manpower  have  skyrocketed, 
although  we  are  still  in  a  highly  tenous 
situation  and  will  be  for  some  time.   To 
those  who  do  not  share  our  priorities  and 
feel  we  have  sacrificed  highly  important, 
albeit  special  interest  programs,  we  can 
only  sadly  agree  and  hope  that  we  will  soon 
be  in  a  position  where  we  can  present 
brilliant  documentaries  and  investigative 
reporting,  produce  our  own  radio  plays  and 
have  a  greater  degree  of  third  world  involve- 
ment in  programming.   We  ask  all  those  dis- 
appointed by  what  we  are  not  doing  to  think 
in  terms  of  what  we  could  do  as  a  thriving 
vital  community  voice  and  move  by  donating 
money  and  skills  to  make  this  potential 
real.

Ian  Matthews:  Fairport  Convention,  Matthews' 
Southern  Comfort,  Plainsong;  and  now  a  solo 
album.   Everyone's  saying  it's  his  finest 
yet  -  quite  possible.   Matthews  chooses 
primo  material  -  3  original  songs,  and  a 
tasty  grouping  of  other  pieces  (including 
the  familiar  "Seven  Bridges  Road"  and 
"These  Days").   Add  to  that  his  beautiful 
and  distinctive  singing  voice,  plus  better- 
than-average  sidework.   Among  participating 
musicians  are  Michael  Nesmith,  Red  Rhodes, 
and  Byron  Berline.   Their  playing  moves 
well  with  the  songs,  is  never  obtrusive. 

But  what  really  shines  on  the  album  is 
Nesmith 's  production.   All  the  arrangements- 
from  rollicking  country  to  rocked-up  folk 
to  acoustic  cuts  -  are  tasteful  and, 
though  full,  never  overpowering.   That 
elusive  balance  between  sparseness  and 
overcrowding  comes  almost  effortlessly. 
And  Matthews'  ability  to  make  a  song 
magic  matches  the  setting. 


Don  Cherry  and  the  Jazz  Composer's 
Orchestra  -  RELATIVITY  SUITE  -  JCOA  lp  1006 

At  a  time  when  "avant"  jazz  sometimes 
sacrifices  musicality  for  innovation,  it's 
fine  to  come  across  an  album  that's  not 
only  contemporary,  but  listenable  and 
pleasing.   Don  Cherry  headlines  an  impress- 
ive list  of  players  -  including  Carla  Bley, 
Dewey  Redman,  Charlie  Haden,  Paul  Motian, 
Ed  Blackwell,  and  Carlos  Ward.   Cherry 
composed,  conducts,  and  contributes  on 
vocals,  conch,  and  percussion  as  well  as 
trumpet. 

The  suite  moves  fluidly,  unified  by  an 
Eastern  flavor  (even  an  oriental  instrument  - 
the  Ching  -  on  one  piece) .   And  by  thoughtful 
attention  to  that  quasi-melodic  sense  that 
saves  the  music  from  cacaphony  and  elevates 
it  to  beauty.   This  newest  production  of 
the  Jazz  Composer's  Orchestra  Association 
is  a  delight  and  an  experience.
